Fear that they may lose their 

. jobs was the motivating factor 
hind the present bid for Civil 
rvice for Town Employees, in 
“wilmington according to Robert 
Palmer, speaking in the Finance 
Committee hearing, Monday night 

Mr Palmer was one of two em- 
Ployees who ‘saw’ the bill through 
the legislature last week.. 

‘The reason we want this is so 
that we (town employees) will have 
the right to a hearing, in case we 
are fired!’ Palmer told the Finance 
Committee. 

Palmer’s statements were con- 
tradicted by John Brooks, Select- 
man. 

‘Every employee is guaranteed 
@ hearing’ Mr Brooks said, ‘This 
is based on fear - I suggest that a 
search of the records will show 
that no town emplofee has been 
discharged without a hearing!’ 

Selectman Nicholas De Felice 
opposed the idea of Civil Service 
because the town would be unable 
to hire college boys inthe summer 
to whom, he said, a $1.50 an hour 
wage was paid, He also cited the 
fact that the town could hire peo- 
Ple who were out of work, as a 
relief measure, and this would 
be prohibited, 

Selectman Rene LaRivee, and 
Mrs Drew (in a briefer statement) 
did not blame the town employees 
for their stand, and were sympa- 
thetic, although opposed, 

The Town Employees were ‘Se- 
cond Class Citizens’ LaRivee said. 
He said that there was a provision 
in the Town Charter of Andover 
which guaranteed any employee to

the right of a public hearing, if he 
we to be seperated from the town 
employ, but that Wilmington did 
not have such a provision, 

School employees can have a 
hearing - if a Town Manager is 
fired he can have a hearing - isn’t 
it fair that other town employees 
have the right to a hearing, too?’ 
LaRivee asked. 

‘How do the town employees 
know when a new Town Manager 
comes in if he isn’t going to fire 
them ail?’ -- “These people have 
finally gone and formed an associa- 
tion - If we had given protectionto 
employees I don’t think we would 
have had this action,!’ 

Mrs Drew: ‘I am not in favor of 
Civil Service, but I certainly do 
understand why they (the townem- 
ployees) are asking for it!’ 

TM’s Stand 

Town Manager Jerry Bouchard 
told the Finance Committee that 
the acceptance of this act by the 
people of Wilmington would ‘Place 
a very severe restriction on the 
Manager’s ability to appoint or re- 
move any person. I strongly re- 
commend that the people of the 
town disapprove of this!‘

(Because of a seeming ambiguity 
the Town Crier, last week, report- 
ed that the Supt. of Schools would 
be included in the list of Civil Ser- 
vice employees. This is not so, Ed)

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EARTHQUAKE ANYONE? 


To be considered in the annual Town Meeting as 
a possible building code for this town isthe Uniform 
Building Code, sponsored by the International Con- 
ference of Building Officials, It is one of several 
codes which have been read over by the Wilmington 
Building Inspector, as a possible building by-law for 
this town, 

Adopting a Uniform Code can have its advantages 
if such a code is adopted by all towns and cities, 
Builders would know what to expect. As things now 
stand, each town or city is different from all others, 
and the differences are sometimes jealously guarded, 
The result, it may be argued, is a higher cost for 
the construction of homes or other buildings 

A second point in favor of a uniform building 
code is that it can always be updated, by vote of the 
town meeting, as the code is updated by its sponsors, 

The Uniform Code, of the several proposed by 
the Town Manager, is the one with the best provisions 
for enforcement, a point which probably appealed to 
the Building Inspector, It is understood that the 
Town Counsel has his doubts on this point, 

But there are many points which should be under 
Stood, before it is adopted by any New England town, 

The code was originally made by the conference 
of California Building Inspectors, As such it has 
very strong provisions to ensure against damages by 
earthquake - and no reference atall, itis understood, 
against snow loads (on top of buildings) 

New England occasionally does have a mild 
earthquake - and occasionally too, a more than mild 
load of snow on rooftops, 

There is, too, a serious doubt as to whether or 
not the voters of Wilmington will have had a chance 
to learn what the code is all about, before they vote 
for its adoption, 

The by-laws of Wilmington (Section 4) stipulate 
that any citizen who asks for a copy of the warrant 
Shall be given a copy, to take home and study at his 
leisure, 

The proposed building code is a part of that 
warrant. Five copies are available for the public - 
each chained securely in place!
